Early this morning the Greeks were 
overhauled by Japanese, who promptly 
boarded the Greeks and threw their 
Osh overboard, No one was badly in- 
jured in the short flight which occur- 
red. 

The governments’ fisheries cruisers 
have been ordered out to patrol the 
gulf, 

Japanese and white men, who are 

leading the strike, have given notice to 
all fishermen that none will be allowed 
to land fish at the canneries and that 
any men. sAvho swork will have their 
catch thrown back into the sea. 
_ The strikers were also able: to call 
out the Indian and. Japanese women 
working inside the canneries, putting 
up the fish. One cannery last night 
got in a scow load of 20,000 fish from 
a trip on Vancouver Island, but afler 
putting up 6,000 fish the women qult 
and left the cannery with 414,000, that 
will be in-a fair way to spoil before 
the day Is over, :

Caracas, Venezuela, Aug. 4—Pres!- 
dent Juan Vicente Gomez intends to 
take personal lead of ithe Venezuela 
army operations against Cipriano ‘Cas- 
tro, whose followers have risen in the 
province of Falcon and Tachira, and 
also In the western districts of Vene- 
zuela, The president Issued the fol- 
lowing proolamation today: ‘Castro, 
the former dictator, having disturbed 
the peace of the country, I myself will 
take the fleld and will re-establish or- 
der. I know that every general, ofl- 
cer and soldier will fulfil hig duty.”

This was first brought 
to°hisvattention about three weeks ago 
when a number of subscribers pro- 
tested about belng charged a second 
time for their telephone rent. Super- 
intendent Caldwell asked them-to pro- 
duce thelr proof, which they did, and 
{n a number of Instances, so It was 
discovered, subscribers had pald by 
check and no credit was given on the 
books.

The most Orilliant men {n France 
wero willing to express themselves 
openly and honestly in the salon of 
some brillant woman; they were flat- 
tered when urged to read a new trea- 
tise on philosophy, to give vent to thelr 
political feelings, to get an honest 
opinion on their poems, or on a new 
drama before jt was presented at the 
theatre. Many a discourse that was 
afterwards offered to the French 
academy had a first reading or a trial 
debut In a French salon. 

Assisted French Dramatists. 

- Unless a man was really doing some_ 
thing worth while, it was next to im- 
possible for him to get an invitation 
to a great salon, let alone his having 
‘a chance to deliver an address or to 
be permitted to take part In a discus- 
sion. In the galaxy of great men who 
did get Inyitations aro to be mentioned 
La Harpe, the philosopher; Benjamin 
Constant, the writer of  drilliant 
tracts; Ballanche, scholar and poet; 
tho two Amperes, well-known sclen- 
tists; Chateaubriand, who was one of 
the greatest minds of his century; and 
Balzac, the brilliant novelist. 

Though the men did much of the 
talking at these morning and after- 
noon meetings, the women managed 
theso affairs, gathered the men and 
Women they wanted {tn their drawing 
rooms, and felt they were In no small 
part responsible for the success or 
failure of the occasions. ‘The first aim 
of a leader of a salon was to mako 
others shine rather than to attract 
any attention to herself.

The worst thing that was 
lo be said against her was that she 
was uneducated, 

In spite of these drawbacks, and 
perhaps others moro noticeable, the 
greatest scholars, philosophers, nobles, 
ambassadors, painters, and soulptors 
flocked to her rooms, and to receive 
an invitation from Mme, Geoffrin nieant 
a compliment which was ‘not passed 
by unnoticed. -

Her favorites in this large galaxy of 
splendid minds included Benjamin 
Constant, Ballanche and the two 
cousins, Adrien and Mathieu de Mont- 
morency. 

These guests offen spent weeks at 
a lime at the splendid chateau of Cop- 
pet. In spite of their trying exile, 
time did not hang heavy on their 
hands. Corinne de Stael did her share 
by reading parts of her books to her 
favorite advisers as day after day she 
worked at them. She in turn en- 
couraged the men to read from thelr 
writings and to talk over their future 
plans about their books, plays, and 
what not. When they wearied of
